To cope successfully with the present 
situation existing in and around Shang- 
hai requires all the energy and collective 
experience of the Force. 

It is unnecessary to point out the ex- 
trastrain thrown upon the various bran- 
ches since the outbreak on October 11.

The construction of tar macadam 
roads has ceased for the year with the 
work on the north approach to the 
Garden Bridge. This is one of the 
steepest gradients under heavy traffic 
which we have to deal with. ond it 
with the object of testing the suitabil 
of this form of road on_ gradients 
generally that this section of road was) 
chosen.

Buildings of this class are now prohibit 
ed under the Rules with respect to New 
Chinese Buildings, which require fire- 
walls to be built at intervals of at least 
120 feet, and any Chinese building 
over two storeys in height is treated as 
“exceptional”, and as such, has to comply 
with other requirements which are in- 
tended to minimise danger to occupants. 
‘The fire also served as an object lesson to 
show the danger of spread of fire across 
narrow streets particularly with a strong 
wind blowing in direction across the 
street, as in the case under consideration. 
Foochow Road is scheduled for widening 
to 40 feet, but at the point where the 
fire crossed the road it was only 29}

The most noticeable work carried ont 
month was the alterations te 
of the plant houses, ‘The 
object of the re-arrancement is to display 
the plants under more natural conditions 
and in an artistic manner, at the same 
time ensuring the better growth of the 
t specimens. Flower-pots are 
necessity, Int in their usnal arrange- 
ment of rows on stages the effect they 
produce is not artistic and for show- 
houses the less they are in evidence 
the better. 

These alterations could not have been 
effected earlier in the year, as we had 
to wait until a suitable collection of 
plants were sufficiently advanced for 
decorative purposes, 

The most. noticeable features in the 
Pablic Garden are a ribbon border of 
alternauthera with dot plants of pan- 
danns, Veitehii, Cactus, Dahtias, and
